Digging Apple Seedlings in Our New Plant at Rossville, Kansas, Showing Our ‘‘Follow Up’’ System of 
Heeling Right After Pulling -No Exposure in Digging This Way. 


Impaired Vitality in Apple Seedling may not be apparent; you get 
the results in your stand of grafts. Do your grafts ever throw out a few 
sickly leaves and then die? If you examined the roots, you have been sur- 
prised to find they have not started tho’ plump and sound. Impaired 
Vitality! Have you ever attributed this lack of vitality to exposure in dig= 
ging and handling the seedlings, and to the kind of soil on which they are 
grown? 

On the next page we want to show you what seedlings will do that 
have been carefully handled and grown on selected new ground.

Of late years a really good stand of Apple Grafts has been the excep- 
tion. Of course small blocks here and there have been good, but taking the 
country over we believe the stand has not been satisfactory. Whether 
this has been caused by using seedlings that have been injured we do not 
know. The letters given below will show plainly what our seedlings grown 
at Rossville, Kansas, will produce, and you candraw your own conclusions. 

After reading these letters carefully we want to ask you, candidly if it 
is not remarkable that millions (not a few thousand but millions), of seed- 
lings all from this one block, should produce the same uniform results, ‘‘A 
perfect stand,’’ ‘‘The best in years.’’ You will notice that these reports come 
from widely separated parts of the United States and that no specially favor- 
able local conditions of soil or climate could have been responsible for the results. 

Weare just giving you reports from the larger consumers of Apple 
Seedlings, we have any number of the same kind of letters from patrons who 
buy from 10,000 to 100,000.
